Coffee Hour 
highlights 
Brazil culture 
norms, facts

For some, mention of Brazil 
conjures images of energetic soccer 
matches and vibrant parties. Howev- 
er, the culture of the country extends 
far beyond that. 

Friday's Coffee Hour, hosted by 
the International Student and Schol- 
ar Services, focused on addressing 
common misconceptions and high- 
lighting well-known facts about 
Brazil's culture, food, topography, 
economy and sports. 

Social norms 

One aspect of Brazilian culture 
discussed Friday was the social norm 
of physical contact and expressive 
gestures incorporated into personal 
interactions. 

"Brazilians are very friendly 
and we talk with our hands ... We 
like this kind of contact ... It's a body 
expression," said Marcellus Caldas, 
director of international research and 
faculty, and adviser for the Brazilian 
Student Association. 

Ana Fonseca, Brazilian ex- 
change student and junior in animal 
science, explained how Brazilians 
relate to each other. 

"(Brazilians) like to stay togeth- 
er," Fonseca, said. "All the time we 
stay very close ... I think this is very 
strange for Americans." 

This difference is something 
that Brazilians, like Fonseca, have to 
get used to when coming to the U.S, 
said Wilams Ferreira da Cruz, Bra- 
zilian exchange student and sopho- 
more in architecture. 

"It's hard for Brazilians to have 
some contact with Americans ...we 
hug and kiss cheeks," da Cruz said. 
"Some Americans have a (personal 
space) bubble." 

There is also the cultural mis- 
conception that Brazilians speak 
Spanish. The national language of 
Brazil is actually, in fact, Portuguese. 
Ursula Nobrega, exchange senior in 
architecture from Brazil, said this is 
the biggest misconception Ameri- 
cans have. 

"It's the language," Nobrega 
said. "Americans think we speak 
Spanish. When we are talking, they 
have said, 'Are you speaking Span- 
ish?' No, it's Portuguese." 

Famous dishes 

Brazilians are famous for their 
barbecue or "churrasco," and they 
sometimes cook and serve meat that 
can seem unusual for Americans, 
like chicken heart. They also have 
fresh fruits and vegetables year- 
round, something that some Brazil- 
ians here said they miss about their 
country. 

"I think (we miss) the food," 
da Cruz said. "Brazilians have some 
problems about the foods ... We don't 
have some special foods (that are) in 
Brazil like fresh fruits, vegetables 
and fruits and juice." 

Along with fresh produce, Bra- 
zilians also eat a lot of rice and beans . 
One specialty is "feijoada," a popular 
Brazilian stew of beans and meat.

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Patterson fired after 18 seasons as women's basketball head coach

On Sunday, K-State 
Athletics Director John 
Currie announced at a press 



conference Sunday that 
women's basketball head 
coach Deb Patterson was 
"relieved of her duties" af- 
ter 18 seasons as the head 
coach of the Wildcats. This 
followed the Wildcats' sea- 
son-ending 87-84 overtime 



loss to in-state rival Kansas 
in the first round of the 2014 
Phillips 66 Big 12 Champi- 
onships. 

"Coach Patterson and 
I met Friday night, and I 
shared with her my decision 
to make a change in leader- 



ship of our women's basket- 
ball program," Currie said. 
"I want to sincerely thank 
Coach Patterson for her 18 
years of service to Kansas 
State and our women's bas- 
ketball program." 

Patterson is the all-time 
winningest coach in K-State 
women's basketball histo- 
ry, boasting an overall re- 
cord of 350-226 during her 
18 seasons with the Wild- 
cats. During her tenure at 
K-State, Patterson took the 
Wildcats to nine NCAA 
tournaments and won two 
Big 12 titles in 2004 and 
2008. 

Despite her longtime 
success at K-State, Patter- 
son's team struggled over 
the last two seasons, finish- 
ing both with a 5-13 record 
in Big 12 play. 

"I just felt that we were 
not on a trajectory to get 
back to the level of achieve- 
ment that we have experi- 
enced in our history and that 
it was time for new leader- 
ship in our program," Currie 
said. 

The Wildcats fielded 
their youngest team since 
1977-78 this season. Lead- 
ing the way for the Wildcats 
in scoring, assists, games 
played, starts and many 
more statistical catego- 
ries was freshman Leticia 
Romero. Eight of the team's 



14 roster spots were filled 
by freshmen or sophomores. 

"Any time you have 
transition, you have the 
potential of having roster 
turnover," Currie said. "But 
in making the decisions that 
we make in athletics, we're 
making the decisions in 
what we truly believe is in 
the best interest of the pro- 
gram and the best interest of 
the student athletes." 

The K-State women's 
basketball program cur- 
rently ranks 15 th nationally 
with 853 total wins. K-State 
became the 13 th program in 
NCAA Division 1 history 
to reach the 800 game win 
mark. 

Curry said a national 
search for a new head coach 
will begin immediately, 
though no timetable has 
been set for K-State to an- 
nounce Patterson's succes- 
sor. Associate head coach 
Kamie Ethridge will serve 
as interim head coach until 
a new coach is named. 

"I believe that this is an 
attractive job," Currie said. 
"This is a university where 
we've invested $125 million 
in new facilities in the last 
three years, we've got more 
to come. I'll say it again, 
that basketball training fa- 
cility for women and men is 
I think one of the finest fa- 
cilities in the country." 



Organ donors, 
recipients seek to 
raise awareness

Kelli Strader, freshman 
in biology, experi- 
enced the importance 
of organ donation through the 
death one of her best friends. 
On Dec. 9, 2013, 18-year-old 
Becca Lueke was on her way 
back to Benedictine College 
in Atchison, Kan., when she 
lost control of her car on an 
icy patch and she hit an 1-435 
guardrail. Her car was flung 
into oncoming traffic where 
she was hit by a semi truck and 
was pronounced dead on the 
scene. 

Lueke was an organ donor 
and was able to save the life 
of a 10-year-old girl with the 
reception of Lueke's heart and 
one of her kidneys. 

"This was the first time 
that I was directly impacted 
by organ donation because of 
Becca," Stader said. "My best 
friend's heart went to a little 
girl and the little girl gets to 
live because of her." 

Even though the loss of 
her best friend was tough, Sta- 
der said she continues to be 
thankful that Lueke's legacy is 
carried on through her decision 
to become an organ donor. 



"The little girl got an in- 
credible heart because Becca 
was an awesome person and 
it was relieving to know that 
even though Becca died, the 
little girl got to experience 
some of the same things Becca 
did in her life," Strader said. 

For Strader, organ dona- 
tion was not a subject that was 
overly important to her before 
the loss of Lueke; it was just 
a box to check when getting a 
driver's license. 

"I think for me a big part 
of it was that just checking the 
box became so real for me," 
Strader said. "You just got the 
little heart on it, it wasn't tan- 
gible; it was just a box. For the 
first time, I really got what the 
box really means. I know what 
me being an organ donor actu- 
ally means." 

More than 121,000 peo- 
ple are currently wait-listed 
to receive an organ transplant, 
according to United Network 
for Organ Sharing's statistics.

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College degrees no longer single 'golden ticket' for real world

It's no secret that the job 
market isn't exactly "stellar" these 
days, especially for just-graduated 
college students. New statistics 
seem to be emerging constantly, 
proclaiming the minuscule per- 
centage of grads who are actually 
able to pursue careers in the fields 
they've spent the past four to five 
years of their lives studying, leav- 
ing many degree-holders in jobs 
they're either "over-qualified" for 
or not passionate about. 

Receiving a college degree 
has been professed as the "gold- 
en ticket" to the real world for 
decades, ensuring students that the 
thousands of dollars and endless 
hours spent achieving said status 
will be rewarded with a high-pay- 
ing job, a house in the suburbs and 
a white picket fence. So, if young 
people going through the painstak- 
ing process of a higher education 
are still having trouble landing a 
profession, what gives? 

While attaining a degree may 
not necessarily mean a direct line 
to a high-end job these days, it also 
doesn't mean young adults can 
just bypass the college experience 
all together. Generally speaking, a 
bachelor's degree is required for 
almost any job you can apply for, 
making it what I consider a "neces- 
sary evil." 

With that in mind, it's also 
important to note that because 
college degrees are now basically 
the norm, soft skills (those you 
can't pick up in the classroom) 
are often what makes an everyday 
college graduate employable. It 
almost seems like a Catch-22: even 
though your academics aren't what 



is setting you apart in the work- 
force, they're still essential in being 
qualified for employment. 

The thing is, getting a four- 
year degree hasn't always been the 
norm. Back in the day, receiving 
as much as a high school diploma 
was a big deal. But, you all know 
how the story goes: throughout 
the years, the number of students 
attending post-secondary school 
began to increase until, finally, it 
was deemed a necessary part of en- 
tering the professional workforce. 
Now, it seems a bachelor's degree 
has more or less become the new 
high school diploma. 

This "degree inflation" has 
become an epidemic across the 
nation, causing the pursuit of even 
higher education to be perceived as 
worthy in the real world. This, in 
turn, increases the appeal of attend- 
ing graduate school for a master's 
degree for many. In fact, according 



to data from the Economic Policy 
Institute, between 2007-1 1 , about 
98 percent of job gains went to 
advanced degree holders, meaning 
our nation has essentially created a 
"grad school economy." 

While this trend is incredibly 
frustrating for those of us who 
have grown up believing gradu- 
ating from college would be the 
fast-track to success, I don't think 
it makes getting a four-year degree 
obsolete; it simply means future 
college students and graduates are 
going to have come up with more 
creative ways to become success- 
ful. 

For example, many experts 
are preaching the importance of 
entrepreneurship in our current 
economic state. An article by Gary 
Shapiro, published by Forbes on 
Dec. 27, 2013, even suggests some 
of the most successful entrepre- 
neurs our country boasts today 



are either holders of degrees from 
smaller, two- or four-year schools, 
dropped out of college before re- 
ceiving their degree or didn't attend 
college at all. 

Additionally, it seems since 
attaining a bachelor's degree is the 
new standard, companies may be 
looking for skills one can't gain 
from class work alone. According 
to a Nov. 10, 2013 Time magazine 
article by Martha White, one of 
the major reasons college grads 
can't get hired has nothing to do 
with degrees, and more to do with 
communication and interpersonal 
skills that make up the core of 
office life. So, even though having 
some sort of degree does seem to 
be necessary to be hired, the more 
intangible and immeasurable facets 
that make up a desired employee 
tend to be much more valuable than 
the classes he or she passed during 
their time at a university. 



All in all, while I do feel this 
"inflation" of degree standards is 
unfair for students, I also believe 
it unfortunately doesn't change 
the fact that a college degree is an 
imperative facet of job eligibility in 
our country. Four-year degrees are 
not valueless in our society; they 
have just become the most basic 
qualification for almost all career 
fields. With a little creativity, devel- 
oping and maintaining one's soft 
skills outside the classroom, I fully 
believe bachelor's degree holders 
can still be successful in the years 
following their graduation.

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Recent studies suggest traditional gender roles bring greatest happiness

Many feminists argue that 
having different, defined mar- 
riage roles for men and women is 
oppressive, because it contradicts 
certain abstract principles that 
men and women must be exactly 
the same in every way. 

However, when deciding 
what the "ideal roles" for men 
and women in relationships 
should be, it seems that we 
should be more concerned with 



what makes individual men and 
women the happiest; not with 
abstract principles which force 
everyone to be the same and, in 
turn, not achieve full happiness 
by either gender. 

AFeb, 6, 2014 New York 
Times article by Lori Gottlieb, 
attempted to come to grips with 
the results of research showing 
that relationships with egalitarian 
gender roles were tied to lower 
marital and sexual satisfaction 
for women. 

Gottlieb reported on a 
study published in The Amer- 
ican Sociological Review by 
Sabino Kornrich, lulie Brines, 
and Katrina Leupp, entitled, 
"Egalitarianism, Housework and 
Sexual Frequency in Marriage." 
Gottlieb reported, "(I)f men 
did all of what the researchers 
characterized as feminine chores 
like folding laundry, cooking or 



vacuuming — the kinds of things 
many women say they want their 
husbands to do — then couples 
had sex 1 .5 fewer times per 
month than those with husbands 
who did what were considered 
masculine chores, like taking out 
the trash or fixing the car ... the 
greater the husband's share of 
masculine chores compared with 
feminine ones, the greater his 
wife's reported sexual satisfac- 
tion." 

The study reported that 
data from the National Survey 
of Families and Households 
showed that couples with more 
traditional housework arrange- 
ments had sex more frequently, 
suggesting that adhering to 
traditional gender roles exerts 
a stronger influence over 
individual behaviors, including 
sexual frequency, than "marital 
exchange for sex between het- 



erosexual married partners." 

Gottlieb seems to try to 
justify this by making the strange 
argument from couples' therapist 
Esther Perel that, "Most of us 
get turned on at night by the very 
things that we'll demonstrate 
against during the day." It seems 
that this sort of inconsistency in 
individual's public and private 
behaviors should be seen as 
a problem, and as a reason to 
change one or the other. 

However, it isn't just 
intimacy that is harmed by the 
imposition of abstract feminist 
principles. Former Collegian 
opinion editor and current asso- 
ciate editor for The Libertarian 
Republic, Ian Huyett, recently 
reported on a study in which, 
"Psychologists surveyed a 
representative sample of (6,000) 
New Zealanders and found that a 
man's score on a test of 'benevo- 



lent sexism' - a view of women 
as 'deserving of men's adoration 
and protection' - was directly 
correlated with his overall life 
satisfaction. Their results also 
indicated that women are happier 
in relationships with sexist men." 

The same New Zealand 
study, entitled, "Why are Benev- 
olent Sexists Happier?" stated 
that, "Research indicates that the 
endorsement of sexist ideology 
is linked to higher subjective 
wellbeing for both men and 
women." 

This suggests that well-be- 
ing, in addition to sexual satis- 
faction, is increased when gender 
roles fall into more traditional 
practices. Both studies recorded 
higher scores of satisfaction for 
both women and men when con- 
ventional roles were practiced. In 
turn, the studies recorded lower 
scores for both sexes when duties 



were focused on equality, rather 
than customary gender practices 
- proving that traditional roles 
result in the greatest happiness. 

If feminism is meant to sup- 
port women, then it seems that it 
should be more focused on what 
makes women happiest and less 
focused on empirically unsup- 
ported principles about male-fe- 
male sameness. Many feminists 
see masculinity and femininity as 
inherently oppressive. However, 
if the research shows that playing 
those roles makes both men and 
women happier, then who exact- 
ly is being oppressed?

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BRAZIL | Brazil is a melting pot 
like the US, says geography student

Their national cocktail is the "Caipirinha," 
made from the Brazilian rum Cachafa. 
Though it is 40 percent alcohol, so much 
sugar is used that Pedrozo said the alcohol 
can hardly be tasted. 

One of the speakers Gabriel Granco, 
graduate student in geography, talked about 
the six biomes of Brazil and their differing 
features. The Amazon, for instance, accounts 
for about half of the rainforest in the world. 
In contrast, the Atlantic Forest was the first 
environment to be colonized by the Portu- 
guese and holds about 70 percent of Brazil's 
population. 

"There are two Brazils, one in the south 
that's going to develop, and one in the North 
that's not too developed," Caldas said. "Bra- 
zil is like the United States, a melting pot." 

According to Granco, Brazil is the big- 
gest exporter of soybeans, sugar, coffee and 
beef. Caldas also emphasized Brazil's other 
industries and its recent economic success. 

"The airplane industry in Brazil is pret- 
ty big today ... the car industry is pretty big, 
we have the 'flex cars' (more commonly 
referred to as flex-fuel cars), which are cars 
that take both ethanol and gasoline in the 
same tank," Caldas said. "The BRICS are 
the five countries that are the emergent coun- 
tries ... BRICS means Brazil, Russia, India, 
China, and South Africa. Brazil is one of the 
emergent countries ... the income level, the 
medium class has increased." 

As Caldas suggested, Brazil's economy 
is on the rise. However, according to Nobre- 



ga, there is a still a major obstacle that the 
people of Brazil need to overcome. 

"It's hard for the people to understand 
and accept the government because it is real- 
ly corrupt," Nobrega said. "We have money 
to be a really rich country but because of this 
reason we can't." 

Rodrigo Pedrozo, graduate student in 
plant pathology, was the Coffee Hour's oth- 
er presenter and talked about Brazil's most 
famous sport. 

"We love soccer," Pedrozo said. "We 
play soccer everywhere, that's our sport ... 
If you tell us good things about our national 
soccer team, we will love you guys forever." 

The presenters also told the audience 
about some cultural quirks. 

"We clap our hands while we sing 'Hap- 
py Birthday,'" Pedrozo said. 

He also informed the audience that on 
the Brazilian flag, the lone star above the 
motto, represents the one Brazilian state 
above the equator line. 

Some in attendance said that though 
they thought the content presented was in- 
formative, they felt that the presentation 
could' ve been even more thorough and elab- 
orative. 

"I think the speakers ... covered the main 
topics I'd heard before about Brazil," Ham- 
ilton Quezada Guerrero, graduate student in 
curriculum and instruction, said. "Overall, it 
was good, but I think they missed some plac- 
es ... like Rio which is a very famous land- 
mark city in Brazil ... and the World Cup. 
But what they were supposed to explain, 
they did a good job. I really liked it." 



ORGAN | One person added to national

For some people, the idea of 
donating organs is registering 
as a donor when getting a driv- 
er's license without any further 
thoughts on the subject. 

However, according to Trans- 
plant Living, there are five dif- 
ferent organs or parts of an organ 
a healthy donor can contribute 
while still living: kidney, lobe of a 
lung, portion of the liver, pancre- 
as, and intestine. Blood, plasma 
and even bone marrow can also be 
donated. 

Georganne White, Manhattan 
resident, received a kidney dona- 
tion from one of her brothers. She 
said that she was fortunate in be- 
ing one of nine siblings, so she did 
not have to be put on a national 
waiting list like most of those in 
need of a transplant. 

"When people check the box, 
they figure when it happens, they 
won't care because they're dead 
anyways. I think we should make 
them aware of living donors," 
White said. "My brother is alive; 
he's living. People relate organ 
donation to something when 
someone is dead; they died in a 
car accident or whatever. I think 
that if we could make the public 
aware that they can donate when 
they're living, they can really 



help." 

By looking into one of these 
options, an individual can save 
a life just by getting a cheek 
swabbed for a bone marrow

match. 

The need for organs is a real 
and growing issue. Statistics from 
organdonor.gov state that one per- 
son will be added to the national 
waiting list every 10 minutes. 

Mary Mertz, Manhattan res- 
ident, said she could not stress 



the importance of organ donation 
enough. 

"Why is it important? Be- 
cause it saves lives," Mertz said. 
"My niece was terribly ill. She 
has had diabetes since she was 
young and she was experiencing 
kidney failure; (she was) taking 
dialysis three-times a week and 
the sessions left her feeling terri- 
ble. They lasted five hours each. It 
was a devastating time in her life." 

Mertz, who was 31 years old 
at the time, chose to donate one of 
her kidneys to her niece. She said 
that it was heartbreaking watching 
her niece suffer the way she did 
during dialysis and just how tired 
it made her. 

The feeling of underrepre- 
sentation for organ donation was 
mutual among Stader, White, and 
Mertz. All three said that they 
wished there was a way to spread 
the importance of organ donation 
out to the public. 

Mertz said that she raises 
awareness by continuing to share 
her story to those around her. She 
said that she publicizes the need 
for organ donors through social 
media and networking, and is 
willing to talk to anyone about or- 
gan donation.

K-State sweeps Iowa, 
improves winning 
streak to six games

The K-State baseball team 
got off to a slow start this 
season, losing seven of their 
first eight games. Since that point, 
however, the Wildcats have been 
red hot. A weekend series sweep of 
the Iowa Hawkeyes showed why 
the defending Big 12 champions 
are still the conference favorites. 

"We could have really easily 
laid down today and put our two 
wins in our back pocket and take 
winning the series as okay but our 
guys didn't do that," head coach 
Brad Hill said. "I was really proud 
of them for not doing that." 

After wins Friday and Satur- 
day, the Wildcats appeared slug- 
gish coming out of the gate in the 
series finale.

their own. Junior outfielder Mitch 
Meyer blasted a double into right 
field to get the scoring started 
in the seventh inning, where the 
Wildcats would add another three 
runs. 

In the bottom of the eighth, 
K-State added three more runs to 
give them a comfortable 12-8 win 
and a series sweep. 

"After the sixth inning, we had 
some huge at bats like (Tanner) 
DeVinny, Mitch Meyer, RJ (Santi- 
gate), he had a great day," junior 
infielder Shane Conlon said. "Just 
a huge day from those guys today." 

On Friday, the Wildcats put up 
three runs in the first inning before 
stalling out for the remainder of the 
game. It turned out to be enough, 
though, and K-State picked up a 
3-2 win. 

On Saturday, the Wildcats 
had another strong pitching per- 
formance, beating the Hawkeyes 
5-2. Both Friday and Saturday,
